THE STORY OF MANKIND. ' 
Mr. Hendrik Van Loon's “Story ol 
Mankind” is something of a novelty 
among books, and in particular books of 
. The first that one notes is 
its and cheapness. A book of 512 
pages of in excellent large 
type, with a great number of line illus- 
trations, maps, and coloured plates, in a 
handsome binding, and all for 12s. 6d., 
is a miraculum in these times. It is 
the sort of thing on which the pub- 
lisher might lose a lot of money if the 
sales were small; but we are informed 
that “The Story of Mankind ”’ is the best 
se non-fiction book in America, where 
over 50,000 copies have aiready been sold 
at fiee dollars apiece. Possibly, therefore, 
Messrs. Harrap s venture of faith in this 
country will not go. without its reward. 
The book is unusual in another t. 
The cagual visitor to a book-shop, st 
ing hastily through it, might regard it 
as of the nature of a book. The 
illustrations, for instance, which are all 
of the authors own drawing, are ex- 
tremely like the crude sketches of the 
schoolroom. They make no pretence of 
historical verisimilitude or of finish. 
There is not a photograph in the whole 
book, not a map ym oan scale, Yet 
these queer, whimsical pictures do illus- 
trate the text, and probably will quicken 
the im tior atic stick in the memory 
of a child when far more eleborate and 
detailed pictures would fail to make any 
deep impression. The author claims that 
his drawings represent ideas rather than 
events, and, as his book was written for 
children, he has drawn his pictures as 
ie child tan them—that is, with a sort 
of “prehistoric or ‘upper-Congoish’’ 
divectnoes. r it W- 
In the book, too, and the style of the 


writing we have something unusual. Mr. 
Van n es by picturesque incident 
and the tales of kings and heroes, and 


aims at showing that in the history of 
mankind there are continuity and cl 
and that a living process has been at 
work ; and he tells the story in a familiar 
colloquial style, with frequent interjeo- 
tions off humorous’ comment. This is 
more Americano, but it is a manner 
deliberately chosen by the author. It is 
his view that “history should be pre- 
sented without dignity.’’ “You don't have 
to dress it up in a tuff and periwig.’’ He 
wrote with hie own two boys in view. 
“They have heen my invisible audience 
while every word and every picture was 
being done. I established: a censorshi 
over myself—everything in the book ha 
to answer four questions affirmatively. 
Is it true in itself? Is its relation to 


other things true? Can it be readily 
understood? Is it so presented that it 
cannot be misunderstdtd ?’* i 


A guotation or two will show the author's 
method and style. Writing of “ progress,”’ 
he says: “You see, it took our 
ancestors almost a million years to learn 
how to walk on their hind-legs. Other 
centuries had td go by before ‘their 
animal-like ee developed into an 
understandable 'ómáéáre Writing—the 
art of preserving our ideas for the benefit 
of future generations, without which no 

rogress is possible—was invented only

turning the forces of nature into the 
obedient servants of man was quite new 
in the days of your own grandfather.

‘Denying that the French Revolution 
was the work of the rabble, Mr. Van Loon 
writes :—" The fundamental] ideas which 
caused the revolution were invented by a 
few brilliant minds, and they were at 
first introduced into the charming draw- 
ing-rooms of the ancien régime to pro- 
vide amicable diversion for the much- 


bored ladies and ntlemen of His 
Majesty's Court. ese pleasant, but 
cateless, people played with the 


dangerous fireworks of social criticism 
unti] the sparks fell through the cracks 
of the floor, which #as old and rotten, 
just like the rest of the building. These 
sparks, unfurtunately, landed in the base- 
ment, where age-old rubbish lay in great 
confusion. Then there was a cry of fire. 
But the owner of the house, who was 
interested in everything except’ the 
management of his property, did not 
know how. to put the small blaze ont.

It is 
obvidus that the new gold mark will 
be no more acccptable outside “Germany 
than the ordinary mark. In the hands of 
a merchant who proposes to spend it in 
Germany; however, it is thought that, 
| being put on the same basis as a stable 
foreign currency in its relation to ordi- 
nary marks, it will remain stable. What 
actua will happen is fairly obvious. 
The German who has goods or services to 
exchange for money will insist on getting 
gold marks, and the ordinary mark will 
lose its purchasing power altogether. In 
other words, it will become demonetised 
immediately instead of gradually. Tho 
net result will be that the foreigner who 
takes his good money to Germany will he 
able to carry what he gets in exchange 
for it in a wallet, instead of baving to

‘TEXT OF DECLARATION, 

The full text is as follows : — 

The decision reached to-day by the 
meeting which was held at the Carlton 
Club has made it necessary for us to hand 
in our resignations to the Prime Minister. 

It is true that the resolution upon which 
the decision was taken was not, in its 
expressed terms, such that it might not 
have been modified so as to secure agree- 
ment, but it was made absolutely plain 
in the course of the discussion that its 
authors regarded it as involving us all in 
an undertaking that, here and now, we 
should give notice tc the Prime Minister 
that in no circumstances would the Con- 
servative Party, if it rested. with them, 
consent to his retaining the Premiership 
after a successful election, however much 
he and his party might have contributed 
to the result. Of such a message we could 
not be the bearer. ; 

fhe Prime Ministe 
rendered incalculable ‘vice to this 
country during the war\ with high 
courage and resource he devoted himself 
to the single object of achieving victory. 
In that purpose and in those exertions 
many of us bore a part. 


PROBLEMS WITHOUT PARALLEL, 

The problems which have required solu- 
tion since the Armistice have been hardly 
less grave than those which preceded it. 
Trade disputes on an alarming scale, 
revolutionary activities, chronic unem- 
ployment, financial stringency, and re- 
current European crises have presented a 
series of problems the like of which has 
never before confronted a British Govern- 
ment. 

, Through the whole of this period most 
of us have shared the anxieties and labours 
of the Prime Minister, and we desire 
expressly to record our unanimous view 
that his resource, tnergy, and patriotism 
have been as strongly exhibited during 
this period. as during the war itself. 

None the less, we have been invited Ly 
members of our own party to send to the 
Prime Minister a message of dismissal. 


in our judgment, 


“WE CANNOT AND WILL NOT.” 


There has been no difference, be it 
observed, between us on matters of prin- 
ciple or policy. Our personal relations 
with him have throughout been close and 
intimate; but we are, nevertheless, ex- 
pected to say to him in effect; “We do. 
not differ from you at the present moment, 
We have not differed from you during 
the period of our co-operation. Your 
prestige greatly assisted us at the last 
election. We made the fullest use of it, 
but at the present moment we have cona- 
siderable differences in our own party. 
Your value to us is much less than it was 
even a few months ago. We, therefore, 
propose to you in the most civil language 
at our disposal that you should relieve us 
of your embarrassing co-operation.” 

We think it necessary to make it plain 
to our friends that we cannot, and will 
not, consent.to carry such a message :o 
the Prime Minister. , These counsels which 
we have finally rejected seem to us as 
unwise as they are ungrateful. In such a 
responsibility we cannot be partners. } 

Unless our sticcessors are more fortunkhte 
than ourselves, the anxieties of the next 
few years can hardly be less grave than 
those which have harassed our minds since 
1918. The contingencies of domestic policy 
are incalculable. 

But one thing surely is plain. The 
exertions of all men who are in agreement 
upon the policy which ig conservative in 
the nation, as distinguished from the party 
sense, will be required if, in. the vicissi- 
tudes of politics, we are to defeat legis- 
lative proposals disrttptive of fhe economic 
and financial system of this country. 

Confronted by such possibilities we ad- 
vised the Unionist Party not to take a 
course, which must repel powerful allies, 
in the anxious campaigns which lie in 
front of it. The meeting to-day rejected 
that advice. Other men who have given 
other counsels must inherit our burden 
and discharge its consequent responsi- 
bility. 

We remain what we have always been—

A NEW CHAPTER.. 


“ THE TIMES.” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


There is cause for national satisfaction at the 
course, and consequences of yesterday's meeting 
of Unionist members of Parliament at the 
Carlton Club. Should there be surprise in any 
quarters, it can only be because those quarters 
were out of touch with public, feeling, and 
failed to appreciate the strength of the national 
desire for a return to straightforward politics 
and. sincere government. The fall of the 
Coalition Cabinet. and the resignation of the 
Premiership by Mr. Lloyd George, are events 
of outstanding’ significance, both at home and 
abroad. We believe that their effect wil! every- 
where be beneficent. 

The nation has now an opportunity to set 
its house, and not merely iis Hpuse of Commons, 
in order, and we trust that all political parties 
will avail themselves of it to the ful. For 
this opportunity they are imdlebted chiefly to 
the courage of Mr. Bonar Law, who, with the 
support of public men of proved character, like | 
Sir Stantey Baldwim, did without fimching a 
duty, which must have been painful to him 
personally, but which he did nevertheless with 
a clear sense of the pubhe interest. From 
ambition, in the meaner sense, he is singularly 
free. In devotioh to the party, through which 
he believes he can best serve the country and 
the Empire, he has few equals. The Crown has 
called upon him to form a new Government 
The ‘hope that he will promptly succeed in the 
task will, we are .convinced, be shared. far 
beyond.the limits of the political organisation 
that he leads in fact, if not yet in name. 

We prefer to dwell at this early stage of the 
crisis upon the. underlying essentiale of the 
position rather than upon its accessories, in- 
teresting and even dtamatie though some of 
them may be. The country, it may be hoped, 
has reached the end of an intermediate period 
between war and peace, a period in which pers | 
sistence in war methods and in war habits of 
mind vitiated or impeded much that might 
‘otherwise have been done to accelerate the 
restoration of peace conditions. The liberating 
deed of the Unionist Party should open up a 
prospect of greater freedom in public life, of 
the adoption of constitutional methods in 
government and of sobriety in the use of execu- 
tive power, It is often forgotten that a 
very large proportion of the new electorate has 
had no practical experience of constitutional! 
freedom, and that it needs to be educated to a 
full sense of the rights and also of the duties 
of individual citizens. Nothing can mora 
potently foster euch education than a revival of 
the dlder political parties upon traditipnal lines, 
and the exchange between them of ideas upon 
the necessities of healthy political existence. 

The blow which the Unionist Party has suc- 
cessfully struck for its own freedom may well 
free, othere besides itself, and aid in giving back |. 
to the nation the pre-eminent position it 
formerly held as a model of constitutiona) pro: 
prieiy in the management of its home affairs 
and of uprightness in its dealings with other 
peoples. 


REPARATION PROBLEM.

SPEEDY SETTLEMENT 
NECESSARY. 


It requires mo intimate knowledge of post- 
war economics to realise that a settlement of h 
the reparation blem has b come urgent, re- 
marks The T'iines editorially. Public opimon 
is better instructed than it was on the occasion 
of the last Genera! Election,’ and if the Govern- 
ment that should soon be formed adopts a prec- 
tical poliey in respect of this and the cognate 
subject of inter-Allied indebtedness, and pursues 
it: with a fixed determination to secure a 
speedy settlement, it will receive the support of 
alt veosdnale men. 

Sir John Bradbury realises that some sort of 
supervision of German finance should be exer- 
cised by the Allies in return for substantia! 
concessions, which include the raising cí 
amoneys abroad, with the object of enabling the 
German Government to fix the gold value of 
the paper mark. The form of supervision he 
xowever, is rather vague. We 
doubt whether it would be wise to give Germany 
a moratorium for a fixed period. We think it 
is desirable to leave the question of the period 
to be settled at the discretion of the Commis- 
sion of Control, since it would place in its hands 
a weapon for compelling, if need be, German 
compliance with its views. The idea of issumg 
bonds to be guaranteed by the receivmg 
Governments is sound.

U.S. SEIZURE OF BRITISH SHIP. 


A case in which the “ Dry Navy” of the 
United States seems to have forgotten the 
President's recent instructions to confine its 
operations strictly to the three mile limit has 
arisen with the seizure of the schooner Emerald, 
of Canadiah registry, off the New Jersey 
coast, telegraphs the Washington Correspondent 
of The Times. A representative of the British 
Embassy yesterday visited the State Depart- 
ment, not,‘as the American Press insists on 
stating, to enter a protest—for it is not yet 
certain that the circumstances warrant such 
action—but to make an official request for 4 
full statement of the facts in the case and 
the grounds upon which the seizure was made. 

The incident has little importance, save as 
indicating that the British authorities are alive 
to the necessity of allowing nothing to go by 
default, and further action will, of course, 
depend on the nature of the reply the State 
Department is able to make.

Replying to questions by Mr. T. J.

Parliament yesterday, Mr. Hogan (Minister 
of Agriculture) denied that the Royal 
College of Science had been closed with a 
view to its permanent use as Government 
offices. 

It had been closed. ón the advice of the 
Government's military advisers.

THE ALTERATIONS. 
Minister Thinks Modification 
Necessary. 

In the Provisional Parliament vesterday, 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell asked the Minister for 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for some 
further information as to the closin’ of the 
Royal College of Science. 

He «said that to the mind of the ordinary 
laymen the necessity for closing the college was 
not very apparent. If it was necessary to cloge 
the rm An it was, he jhought, also necessary 
that the houses on the opposite side of Merrion 
street should be closed.

There was a great 
deal of jealousy on the part of other colleges 
that such a large.eum of money should have 
been “iven for that college, on the ground that 
if it had been given to the other colleges it 
would have. produced better results A quarter 
of a million of money had been: given tor the 
building of the college, and he was told that 
the equipment bad cosi balf a million. 

It would be a serious matter if, after such & 
huge sum of money had been spent on the 
college it wae now going to be scrappe!. One 
reason for the huilding® of the College of 
Science was thai there was po proper accomme 
dation at the other two universities Was it 
possible now to do at the two universities the 
work that they were incapable of doing when 
the College of Science was about to ne built? 
Were the teachers in the College of Science to 
be the men who would teach in both the other 
colleges, or, if not, were tie universite teachers 
to be paid for the extra work whith it was 
proposed should be done? 

The professors at the College of Science were 
men+of high. scientific atieinments, and st 
would be deplorable if they were te lose that 
splendid building in the tuture. There was 
tremendous discontent and excitement among 
the students and among their parents, who had 
sent them up with the object of going through 
the College of Science and getting their qualifi- 
cations.

@titution of the Irish Free State at the meet- 
ing of the Provisional Parliament yesterday. 
Mr. Darrell Figgis moved to substitute the 
following for Article 43:—" The utilisation of 
water power and the production of electrical 


energy is placed under the. control of the 


Parliament /Ojreachtas, and Parliament /Oireach- 
tas shall from time to time prescribe the 
manner in which this contro! shall be exercised, 
eo as to safeguard the pnblic interest, and to 
ensure proper development and use.” 

He said that a similar article dealing with 
control of water power had been introduced into 
the Constitution of Switzerland. The Swies 
article was of some length and considerable 
detail. This article of the Swiss Constitution 
had not been an original article—it was an 
amendment adopted in 1908. That article in 
the Swiss Constitution was what he, now pro- 
posed in substance, and what had Been found 
necessary to make a Constitutional provision in 
Switzerland. 

Until that article was embodied in the Swiss 
Conatitution it was found that foreign corpora- 
thons were using Swiss water power for foreign 
purposes. The draft article had beon very care- 
fully consideed by electrical engineers and 
others, and had been reduced to as contracted 
a form as possible. It was the intention to 
give to the Irish Free State the same power

DUBLIN MAN KILLED. 

An arrest has been made in connection with 
@ fatal oollision which occurred on Wednesday 
night on the road near Rathcoole,.Co. Dublin. 
William Minahan, who, it ig said, was the 
driver of a heavy lorry that dashed into a 
amaller vehicle, killing one man and injuring 
another, has been taken into custody. 

A four-ton motor lorry, laden with corn, 
which was coming from Maryborough, ran into 
a light Ford motor lerry on the Naas road, 
killing one of the occupants of the smaller 
vehicle—James Clarke, Church avenue, Dublin— 
and causing injury to another, who gave his 
name as J. Blake, 12 York street. , 

It appears that the light lorry was occupied 
by the two men and a woman, who were 
believed to be travelling from the Curragh. It 
wae standing by the roadside, about a couple of 
hundred yards on the Dublin side of Rathcoole. 
When the heavier car approached, the occupants 
of the Ford, it is said, waved a lamp to attract 
attention, but the heavy cat crashed into the 
Ford. 

A party of national troops soon arrived on the 
scene and took the victims to Steevens’s Hos- 
pital, where Joseph Clarke was found to be 
dead and the other man euffering from scalp 
wounds. ‘The woman who was with the two 
men was able to walk to her home. as 

At Red Cow the four-ton lorry was found by 
the national troops, but there was no one near 
it.

The tergeant 
further said that while escorting Mrs. Thomp- 
son to her home she said to him: — Will he 
come back?” He replied: “ Yes.” She then 
said: ' They will blame me for this.” Later, 
when he asked her if she could account for 
the cuts on her husband's neck, she eaid that 
she could not. He searched Mrs. Thompson's 
handbag, but found nothing by which the in- 
uries could have been caused. The blood on 
ia clothes was quite consistent with her har- 
a her husband.
